M. Brinnd thought the real dangor lay Inthe cessation of. ‘the 
. control of armamonts of Germany. Ho regardod the renowal of 
contact with tho Gormons as n guarantco of peace, whoreon ho.con- 
gratulated. M. Herrlot.. 

General -Nollat, replying to 2 Deputy who ‘foared the posslbility 
of evacuation of the Rhinoland, said control of the.Essen factories 
would continue aftor the evactintion of the Ruhr and would only 
bo abandoned after the Control Commissions had surrendered tholr 
The sitting was adjourned at 2.26 in the morning for a 
few hours only.
